WINNIPEG.—Indications are that 
there wilt be good ‘duck crops this 
year in Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
although that in Alberta will be 
smaller than last year owing to 
drouth, George Fansett, general man- 
ager of Ducks Unlimited, stated. 

He, however, -anticipated some 
slight improvement in Alberta’s posi- 
tion owing to recent rains. 

Mr. Fansett showed Lou Bark- 
hausen, Chicago; C. A. Gross, Green 
Bay, Wis.; and A. M. Bartley; New 
York, directors, of Ducks’ Unlimited, 
some of the 380 “projects” the organ- 
ization has built in the three prairie 
provinces. These take the form of 
dams and other means for improv- 
ing marshes for duck production.
